REMARKS 

After entry of this amendment, claims 1-9, 12, 15-23, 25-32, 34-36, and 38-45 are 
pending. 

Amendments 

On September 17, 2007, the Examiner contacted the undersigned and indicated 
that claims 16-22 and 28-36 would be allowable. Both the Examiner and the undersigned 
noted a mistake in claim 16 that is corrected in this amendment. Additionally, the 
undersigned noted a mistake in claim 28 that is corrected in this amendment. The 
Examiner and the undersigned discussed amending claims 1, 23, and 38 to recite that the 
computer system configurations correspond to backup and restore systems.
